EASTERN POLITICS. 


S ecretary B>aine A ddresses th e C itizens 
o f gonth B end, In d ian a. 
South B e n d . October 29th.—James G. Blaine 
reached here at noon. A grand recepiio- had 
been arranged, but through some mist: ' -r- 
standing the baud failed to appear until h 
>e 
had been carried to the home of James Olive* 
for luuch. There was snow on the ground and 
rain was tailing. 
Notwithstanding the disagreeable weather, a 
great crowd of people was In town, and all that 
could possibly crowd into the rink assembled 
there to g.ve Mr. Blaine a most enthusiastic re­ 
ception. 
Blaine said there was no subject so continu­ 
ously misrepresented in this country as the 
tariff. He would discuss no particular section 
ot the McKinley bill, but called the attention of 
the people to the fact that to-day they owe their 
prosperity in a larger degree to the system of 
protection than to any other law ever passed by 
Congress. 
The Democratic papers are talking a great 
deal aoout the advance in prices and the op­ 
pression of the poor man. Under the last tree 
tariff, which ended in 1861, the people paid 
more for everything that entered into their 
living and household expenses than to-day: yet 
the whole country is resounding with appeals 
of the Democratic party to vote against Repub­ 
licans for making;hlgh prices. 
“During the 
twenty-nine years of protective policy the ten­ 
dency of prices for luxuries and necessities had 
been steadily downward. If protection does so 
much lor the individual, you have a far grander 
subject to contemplate when you look at the 
aggregate progress of the country under that 
system. 
“There is no country on the globe whose pro­ 
gress can compare with ours. We have more 
railways than all the continents aud islands in 
the world. Nearly five-sixths of these roads 
have been built since the Republicans have 
been in power. 
“I use this simply as an illustration, because 
it is the largest single interest we have had dur­ 
ing the twenty-nine years of protection. We 
have considerably more than doubled the popu­ 
la* ion of the country. We have acquired wealth 
despite the strain on the people of paying the 
exDenses of a bloody civil war—a sum almost 
Incalculable. 
“ When a man says to you, you are iDjured 
and pinched in your living in consequence of 
this tariff, ask him if you did not pay more for 
things under fies trade than you do now. I 
think this a good question to pat to every Demo­ 
crat. 
“Congress has taken another step, and vindi­ 
cated the reputation of the Republican patty, 
which is always ready to lake a step forward. I 
call you to witness that all great movements of 
advancement that have been made, all the great 
steps taken in this country have been taken by 
Republicans while the Democrats shouted 'You 
can't do it."' [Load cheers.] 
Mr. Blaine then went on todiscuss reciprocity 
for a time. He said: "The Republican party was 
divided on it; that showed they were reasoning 
men. In due time they became solid for it. 
When the Republicans were divided on a ques­ 
tion, Democrats were unanimous for it, but just 
as soon as the Republicans became unanimous, 
you couldn’t get a Democrat to vote for it at all. 
If the Lemocrats had a good idea, Republicans 
would stand by them, but the Democrats won’t 
stand by us, unless the Republican party is 
divided. I do not call that wise financiering or 
patriotic conduct. We should not divide when 
the prosperity of the country is involved. An 
American is a great deal bigger man : ban either 
a Democrat or Republican. Any Democrat or 
any Republican m ikes himself smaller if he 
will stand in the way of American progress be­ 
cause it may harm his party. No great results 
can come from that. 
“The republics ot this continent should be 
brought closer together, aud when we can help 
them and they help us, it is business to do so. 
Reciprocity is bringing these nations closer to­ 
gether, and I believe in the next two yea s we 
can open to the farmers of the United States a 
market of thirty-five million of people in addi­ 
tion to what we now have. It is a greater step 
of progress than the Democratic party has 
taken in the last fifty years. These are simple 
facts, and not theory.” 
In conclusion Mr, Blaine said: "We want the 
the Republicans of Indiana united, to stand to­ 
gether, as they did on the field of battle during 
the time of war. Indiana is one of the fighting 
States. You are trained In polit cal fighting. 
You have never had an easy-going election 
since I can remember, and this time, fellow- 
Republicans. stand toe to toe. and carry it to 
the bitter end. You want to watch this issue, 
for if you stand up the other States will be 
stronger. Indiana has given streugth to this 
countiy in its President, and she should not go 
back in a single degree on the President who 
sits in the executive chair." 
Immediately after the speaking Blaine took a 
train for Plymouth, where he joins his family 
en route to Washington. 


PRICE OF SILVER. 


P ress C riticism o f D irecto r L eech 's R e­ 
port. 


N e w Y'o r k ,] October 22th.—The Commercial 
Adrcrli<er says editi rially : Like a good many 
otner hasty reasoners on the situation, Leech, 
the Director of the Mint, attributes the fall iu 
silver to the tact of its deposit against certifi­ 
cates for trading purposes has made it a “ foot­ 
ball to be kicked about at the pleasure of bulls 
and bears." 
Whether this is unfortunate or 
not, Leech ought to know. 
It is the result, not 
of any arbitrary Stock Exchange laws, but 
natural existing conditions of which speculators 
have taken advantage, as they always do. 
His 
proposition that there should be a law enacted 
sgainst dealing in money metals on margins is 
unworthy of so intelligent a man. The dealirg 
in money metals on a margin simply means the 
buying of money metals with borrowed money 
to sell them again.

As Woolfolk'a account of the crime was unsatis­ 
factory, suspicion qniekly fell on him as the 
murderer, and he was arrested. The motive 
tor the crime waa found in Tom's enmity for 
his step-mother, aud bis desire to have undis­ 
turbed possession of his father's property. 
Woolfolk was tried twice before being convict­ 
ed and sentenced to death. 


DUTY ON CATTLE.

T H E NEXT HOUSE. 


Confidence a t R epublican H ead q u arters 
as to th e R esult o f th e E lections. 


W a s h i n g i o n , October 29th.—If the next House 
is Democratic it will be New Y ork’s fault. This 
statemeut is based on facts and figures now 
coming into the Republican Congressional Com­ 
mittee headquarters. 
In several New Y'ork 
districts the Republicans seem to be inert, while 
the Democrats are wide awake and energetic. 
The Democrats have not been reiving much on 
gains in the Eastern States, but have relied 
almost entirely «n Western farmers, but the 
tone ot the Eastern Democratic p ess for the 
last few days indicate a realization by the Dem­ 
ocrats that the farmers wiil be "too hard­ 
hearted to see the bad effectsof the McKinley 
bill. "D 
the farmers, auyhow, on general 
principles,” is the Democratic cry just now. 
"They are woise than the jrlsh, and like the 
latter, can be depended on to go wrong at the 
most critical juncture ” This sentiment is a 
common one in Democratic minds hereabouts. 
The Washington Post, which for several years 
was classed as independent, but which has 
lately developed alarming symptoms of Democ­ 
racy, acknowledges this morning that Indiana 
is a very doubtful State on account of the fusion 
between thei Republicans and the Farmers' 
A'liauce. When tne Farmer»' Alliance first be­ 
gan to show strength tn Indiana the Democratic 
party wooed and coquetted with it like a good 
fellow, but at last accounts tbe Democracy has 
been jilted, and the Farmers’ Alliance has 
eloped with the Republican party. At tbe Re­ 
publican headquarters a gain ot three, aud pos­ 
sibly four, Republican members is looked lor 
from Indiana. 
A special to to-night's Sfar fre.m Columbus, 
Ohio, says the Democrats are- rapidly losing 
ground. Mayor McKinley is confident of re­ 
election, and the Republicans of Ohio expect to 
elect nine aud possibly eleven members. 
Congressman Dalzell.uow in tbe city, says 
that in Pennsylvania the Stale ticket is very 
doubtful, but he thinks the Republicans will 
bold their own iu the Congressional contents, 
while Chairman Kerr of the Pennsylvania State 
Democratic Committee is evidently sincere iu 
his expressed be.iel that the Democrats will not 
only elect Patthon, but make a gain of at least 
one Congressman. The Republicans fully ex­ 
pect to lose several southern dJs'.rictson account 
of tbe popular feeling there against the Federal 
electron bi 1, but they claim that gains in Ohio, 
Indiana and possibly elsewhere will fully com­ 
pensate for thi» loss, thereby maintaining tbe 
present working majority, which is di erned en­ 
tirely adequate, notwithstanding the Demo­ 
cratic obstruction. 
Iu fact, the Republican Congressional Com­ 
mittee are rece viug most encouraging repons 
Irom all parts of tbe country, and is now confi­ 
dent of carrying the next House by at least ten 
majority. 
The California Associated Press correspond­ 
ent was at headquarters to day, and round 
Clarkson In the best of spirits. His face aud 
manner plainly indicated that all was going 
well. Telegrams from all parts of the oountry 
are pouring in constantly, giving most flatter­ 
ing accounts of the campaign. 
At first the 
committee was somewhat fearlul that the Dem­ 
ocrats, by misrepresentations about the McKin­ 
ley tariff bill, might make a lodgment on the 
farmers' minds, and accordingly Clarkson has 
been keeping a vigilant wat- h on Minnesota. 
Iowa. Wisconsin and Nebraska, but so far from 
there being any dissatisfaction among the Re­ 
publican farmers of the Northwest, the daily 
reports received at Republican headquarters 
actually show that the farmers are, if anything, 
more enthusiastic for the Republican ticket 
than ever before. This is largely accounted for 
from the fact that a great percentage of the 
Northwe>tern farmers are old soldiers, and are 
more enthusiastic this year than ever before, 
for very obvious reasons unnecessary to men­ 
tion.

savs that Clarkson is certain of carrying four 
California Districts, and feels pretty sure ot car­ 
rying the Fifth District, now represented by 
Mr. Cluuie. on account of the latter’s associa­ 
tion with the odious Buckley for one thing, but 
mainly because of tbe legislation passed by the 
Republican Congress, viz: the wine feature of 
the tariff bill, the silver bill, the anti trust legis­ 
lation, and last, but not least, a favorable re­ 
port on Morrow’s anti-i hiñese bill (which will 
in all probability be acted upon at tbe next ses­ 
sion ol Congress), are matters of vital interest to 
California, and are calculated to create a popu­ 
lar friendly feeling for the Republican party all 
over the State, and Clunie’s district being very 
close, the chances are all in lavor of Lotid’s 
election. It is thought that Clunie's joint authot- 
ship ol the "Morrow Chinese bill” and the 
success of the San Jose public building bill may 
act as extenuating circumstances and in some 
measure compensate for his youthful indiscre­ 
tions in connivance with Buckley, and some 
here believe Clunie’s personal popularity, of 
which there can be no doubt, may serve to pull 
him ihrough. 
Seth L. Milliken of Maine. Chairman of the 
Committee on Public Buildings and Grounds, 
believes that Clunie's work on the committee 
will insure his return, but this opinion is no 
doubt influenced by friendship. The feeliDg tn 
Washington regarding Clunie is that he is per­ 
sonally a "good fellow,” full of natural ability 
aud very energetic in the interest of his constit­ 
uents, but that tbe Buckley atmosphere will 
blight his tender growth and spoil what would 
otherwise be a very brighi career. 
California's State campaign does not attract 
much attention here beyond a small circle of Pa­ 
cific coast people, but Markham i to ms to be 
well known in all departments of Washington, 
and seems to be exceedingly popular. 
Tbe California A s s o c ia te d I’/esscorrespondent 
is frequently asked by the heads of departments 
and bureau chiefs; “ Will Markham be elected, 
do you think?” Upon receiving au answer in 
the' affirmative, they invariably express great 
satisfaction.

GEN ERA L M ILE»' R EPO R T. 


H » M akes M a n ; suggestions R elative to 
th e Pacific C oast. 
* 
Washington, October 59th.—Major-General 
Miles, in his annual report on military affairs. 
Division cf the Pacific, while reporting the Ume 
and character of the service most excellent, 
says that any system is defective that leaves 
with little advancement and slight hope of 
recognition a class ol citizens who devote them­ 
selves entirely to military service. The artil­ 
lery branch should be increased by at least two 
regiments, and tome organization be given the 
infantry that exists in the best armies of the 
world. 
General Miles says the various methods re­ 
sorted to to diminish desertion have not to any 
considerable extent done so. He believes, how­ 
ever. that we are approaching a solution of the 
problem, and that the 
measures 
reeently 
adopted are steps in the right direction. 
The holding of discontented Indian tribes on 
the San Carlos reservation, especl&llv along the 
Gila river, which is unsuited to tfiem, and often 
unhealthy, will always be a source of daDger 
and disturbance. As several military posts and 
reservations In the Department of Arizona have 
been abandoned, he recommends that they be 
at once occupied by Indians, or oonverted into 
industrial schools, and the Mojave, Tonto and 
Yuma Indians be removed there at once from 
the sickly Gila valley. 
The San Carlos Indians now along tho San 
Carlos rivar and Whit» Mountains should be lo­ 
cated oa a sufficient part of the reservation, aud 


the remainder thrown open to snch use as can 
be made of it by the citizens. The tribes would 
be more easily controlled 
when separated, 
especially in such a region as they are now com­ 
pelled to occupy. 
The General dwells at considerable length on 
the coast defense question, reiterating his well- 
known views on that subject. 
The receut 
maneuvers ot the Ktwlish navy demonitrated, 
be says, that their powerful navy could not de­ 
fend even a limited t oast on that island, and it 
is useless to suppose that any navy we can con­ 
struct, can defend onr extensive sea coast. 
Land batteries are far more economical than 
armored ships as a rneaus ot defense. 
The General rrcommettds sites tor coast de­ 
fenses be secured without delay, a gun foundry 
be established on the Pacific Coast, and one- 
fourth of the appropriation required for coast 
defense be made every year for the next four 
years.

W a s h in g t o n , October 29th.—In the case of 
Robert P. Strathearu vs. George W. Stockton, 
involving land in tbe Los Angeles, Cal., Dis­ 
trict. the Secretary of the Interior confirms the 
Commissioner's decision in di»missi:,g Sirath- 
earn's protest against the acceptance of Stock­ 
ton's final commutation proof from the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad < ompany. Having failed 
to appeal from that part ot the decision dem is­ 
ing its protest. Us claim was not considered. 
The Secretary also afiiimed the dee sion of 
the Commissioner in the ease of the Slate of 
California ex rel. T. M. Loop vs. the United 
States. The question involved was abcutthe 
evidence as to the swampy character of and 
in San Bernardino District. It came before the 
Secretary on appeal by Loop from the Commis­ 
sioner's decision in which the laud was held a» 
public swamp aud ovetffow within the meaning 
of the A it ot Congress of September :S, 1» it. 
The United States Surveyor-General held it to 
be swantp and overflow land, after a hearing 
which he held at San D ego. Sept-.mber 19 isss. 
W. s. Weed, the claimant for the contract under 
the homestead laws, appealed, and the Com 
missiouer of the General Land Office reverred 
the Surveyor-General'» ru it 
vvhereupou Loop 
appealed to the Secretary ot the Interior. 
But forty acres are involved in the question, 
ar.d these for y acres are e-- braced within the 
Claim ol Weed, who entered 160 a-res, as la-fore 
stated, under the hrmesterd laws. It is situ 
atcd in Cotdros valley, itt i ear proximity to the 
ocean. The land is alka'i and unproductive, 
being valuable only for springs located upon it. 
The Soledad creek flo-s through the tract, 
sometimes overflowing it a» well as the entire 
valley. A race-track and public highway, as 
w ill as a railroad, are built upon It 
The Secre­ 
tary says that in the survey of 1874 the d e ­ 
puted ground was reported as being agricult­ 
ural in character, and he says that, while sub­ 
ject to overflow, tbe same i • not sufficient to 
render tbe land unproductive or destroy its 
agricultural character 
He therefore affirmed 
the decision of the Commissioner.

G ladstone D elivers an A ddress at D un­ 
dee on th e Subject. 


L o n d o n October 59th-Gladstone arrived at 
Dundee to-day. He w as presented with the 
freedom of the city 8ml inaiU* an Mhlrvs». in 
which he referr< u to the commerce of the city 
which, it had been Hated, was threatened by 
the adoption ol the new American tariff 
He 
would uot. however, he said, bring a railtag 
accusation against the people of the United 
States 
Protection, although it might Inflict tn 
ctdental collateral blows on other tountnes did 
far greater ir.tsebiet to the people ol the country 
which adopted such a policy. Gladstone then 
proceeded to contrast the decrease in tariff re­ 
strictions in England with riu-ir lncrearc in the 
1 niled State» 
He said he fonnd com:ort tor 
England in the fact that it waa not true that 
any tariff adopted by any Government on earth 
eoald inferiere seriously with the pro*-peritv of 
G re at Britain. 
The fiiac effect of the McKinley 
bill would be to raise the standard ot prices tn 
the United States 
This means diminished 
powerof exportation. This again meant while 
we were damnified in oue ol our twenty mar­ 
kets, we derived a benefit in the other nineteen 
from tbe diminished p w erof the m erchautsot 
the United Stales to compete with Britt«h mer­ 
chants in any of them, this being due to the 
augmentation ot prie s iu the Uuited States and 
the inerea-ed restraints tinder which the mer­ 
chants of the latter country have to work, lie 
advised manufacturers to allow America to find 
out for herself the e « l eflectsthat will follow 
the adoption of a hiirirlariff. 
Gladstone deprecated the idea of the zoll- 
verein of the whole British Empire, Including 
the colonies an J dependencies, against all for­ 
eign countries. He d ub'.ed much whether the 
whole empire would consent. Eurtheimore, 
although it would to some extent enla-gc the 
commerce of the colonies, it would contract it 
with the rest ot the world. The imperial com­ 
merce is low £187 noo.coo yearly, ami the for­ 
eign commerce £584 (100 i CO. 
One effect of the McKiuiey tariff would be to 
direct the attenii n ol the British manula: turer 
toward the production o f Hi er classes of goods, 
bin ause these l ore least the intolerable prot-ct- 
ive duties. The result would be to elevate and 
improve the taste of B r i tis h manufacturera 
—ty spur them on and stimulate their ingenu­ 
ity. The probable teudenoy smoug Americana 
would be toward the manufacture of coarser 
goods, thus degrading thetr productions. 
Iu spite of protection, the commerce between 
America and Great Britain had greatly tn- 
creased. The word protection was a misnomer. 
It ought to be oppression. 
It is a delusion aud 
fraud. America was a coumryhhat could! best 
afford to try this strange and astonishing ex­ 
periment. 
Her natural weslth, soils, minerals 
and immense territory made her a world in her 
hen elf. The position of these enormous advan­ 
tages helped disguise the truth from Americana. 
Bui the McKiuiey law would involve a fearful 
waste of resources bv which the people ought to 
be made strong aud hanpy.

Trafalgar Square, to dav, to as­ 
certain what trm h there was in the story irom 
Montreal told by Burcbell. under tentence of 
death at Woodstock, Canada, tor the murder of 
Benwell, elicited the information that Mrs. Bnr- 
cbell aud "Colonel.'’ the alleged author of the 
la te r received by Bmchell. iu which the w riter 
acknowledged he killed Benwell, were at the 
hotel last January. 
The books of the hotel show that an American 
styling himself “Colonel Lew is” arrived there 
January 1st and iem aiunl until the 21th. 
Bnr- 
cheil arrived January 141'j, and was not ar­ 
rested until the 18th. 
Stevens, of Montreal, the 
gentleman who told of seeiug Burcbell, Hen- 
well and the Colonel at the hotel, registered 
at the hotel January 15<h. and left on the 20th. 
Colonel Lewis was well kuowu by the servauts 
of the hotel, and they retail) vivid reo Lections 
of him. 
They describe him as a somewhat 
pompous-lookiug m»n, five feet six inches in 
night, stout, wote a long mustache, complexion 
Inclined to fair, and was a he ivy drinker gener­ 
ally. He was known as the “Colonel " 
Huichell and Colonel Lewis seemed to be on 
intimate terms and were often together. Tbt y 
appeared well 
in each other's confidence. 
Since January the “Colonel” lias often cilled 
at the hotel, but has not remained. He left 
directions that let.ers were to be forwarded to 
Streatham, surrey. His exact address has not 
been traced. 
Burchell aud the ' Colonel,” 
while at the hotel, often invited a gentleman to 
pass the evening with them.

cannot identify any visitor who answered the 
description given of Benwell. Colonel Lewis 
went to America in October or November, 1888.

FOOD FISHES. 


T h e action of the American M inister to 
C entral America, in the m atter ef the Bar-

How the Black and Striped Bans Have 
In c re a se d . 
From 
Deputy 
Fish 
Commissioner 
Shelby, who was in the city yesterday, i( 
was learned that the Commission has, the 
p isty ear, distributed many thousands of 
black bass from the Spring Valley W ater 
Company's leservoirs, where a ftw hun­ 
dred young ones wgre placed seven or eight 
years ago. But for the lack of funds with 
which to operate the Commission would 
have distributed many thousands more. 
The black bass is a very gamy, as well as 
a very toothsome fish, and when the lakes 
avd sloughs throughout the State shall be­ 
come well-stocked with them auglers will 
have fine sport. 
The striped bass placed in San I’ablo Bay 
a ftw years ago have increased marvelously. 
Although but a few hundred were put out, 
the bays and sea ,coast now fairly swarm 
with tiieir progeny. 
Mr. Shelby says that 
with a seine tons of them can be taken 
from the bay in a few hours. The bass 
have multiplied so rapidly that they are 
now plentiful all along the coast, from 
Santa Barbara to the Columbia river. 
It is the purpose of the Fish Commis­ 
sion—provided the Legislature appropri­ 
ates sufficient money for the purpose—to 
send a large lot of striped bass to New 
Zealand in exchange for a plant of eels 
from there. There is a variety of eel in 
the New Zealand waters that grows to 
encrm ons size, some weighing as high as 
150 pounds each. They are said to be a 
delicious food fish. 
Mr. Shelby speaks enthusiastically of 
the results of the labors of the Fish Com­ 
mission the past year: especially the hatch­ 
eries under the management of Superin­ 
tendent Woodbury, who is perhaps the 
most thorough fish-culturist in the United 
States. 
Millions 
of young 
trout and 
salmon have been batched and transplant­ 
ed in the waters of various parts of the 
State, and the good results thereof will 
soon be apparent. 
The importance of the work done and 
beiDg done by the Fish Commission is not, 
Mr. Shelby thinks, fully appreciated by the 
public generally, as they are not familiar 
with the facts. Unthinking persons fre­ 
quently remark that the batching of tront 
artificially is nonsensical, as the fish breed 
in sufficient numbers when nature is per­ 
mitted to take its course. 
While this 
might be truly said of Alderman Sullivan’s 
gondolas, it is not true of the trout. Ac­ 
cording to Mr. Shelby’s statement, only 
about two per cent, of trout eggs produce 
young fishes, while in the hatcheries they 
secure about 95 per cent, from eggs arti­ 
ficially hatched. 
There are now streams well stocked with 
trout that either never had any before or 
in which the fishes had been practically 
exterminated by means of giant powder. 
There remains much work to be done by 
the Fish Commission, and it is hoped that 
the coming Legislature will make a suffi­ 
ciently liberal appropriation to enable the 
Commission to carry out its plans.

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HIS RECEPTION TO-NIGHT WILL BE A 
GRAND AFFAIR. 


The W orkingm en and Citizens W ill Torn 
Out en M asse—Features o f the 
Parade. 


Everything indicates that the reception 
to be tendered Senator Stanford in this city 
to-night by the workingmen and citizens 
generally, will be one of the grandest 
demonstrations ever witnessed in Sacra­ 
mento. 
It is intended that the demonstration 
shall be rather of a popular than a political 
nature. 
The committee recently appointed by the 
men employed at the railroad shops to at­ 
tend to the arrangements for their part of 
the parade has worked faithfully and has 
been rewarded by the assurance that there 
will be an immense turn-out from the 
shops. 
The committee held another meeting at 
the Old Pavilion last evening and every­ 
thing was reported in good working order 
for to-night. It was decided that all the 
shop men and laboring men and citizens 
generally who intend to participate in the 
demonstration will meet this evening at 
Armory Hall at 7 o'clock for the purpose 
of forming into 
line. 
The committee 
wishes it understood that all citizens, irre­ 
spective of party, are invited to participate 
in the affair. 
The workingmen and citizens will carry 
no torches—their only emblem being the 
American flag. A num ber of big locomo­ 
tive headlights will, however, be mounted 
on wagons and scattered through the line, 
to furnish light. The uniformed clubs of 
the M arkham Brigade will attend to the 
rest of the illum ination. 
It is stated that the fireworks display 
aloDg the route by the participants promises 
to surpass anything of the kind seen in 
Sacramento in many days. 
A num ber of business houses have an­ 
nounced that they will make special dis­ 
plays of this kind, too. 
The mounted aids which proved suoh an 
attraction at the last political parade will 
be on hand again to-night. 
The talk about changing the place of the 
meeting from the pavilion to the Clunie 
Opera House has amounted to nothing, as 
it has been ascertained that the pavilion 
will accommodate several hundred more 
people than the theater, and room is w nat 
they will need to-night. 
Two brass bands, a drum corps, and a 
fife and drum corps have been secured and 
an outside band will also be added, in all 
probability, to-day. 
The line of march will cover the same 
streets as the previous parades. The citi­ 
zens, headed by Marshal W armby and a 
band will lead and behind them will be 
Senator Stanford’s carriage. The uniformed 
clubs of the M arkham Brigade will follow 
behind the carriage as an escort. The latter 
will carry torches and pyrotechnics in 
abundance. 


BRUTAL ASSAULT. 


A B ra k em an T hrow n F ro m a Train by 
a T ram p . 
A young man named J. H . Smith, who 
is employed as a brakem an by the Southern 
Pacific Company, was brought up to the 
Railroad Hospital in this city last evening 
from Fresno. He was suffering from sev­ 
eral broken ribs, a bad gash on the head 
and various bruises above the body. 
The train upon which Sm ith was em­ 
ployed was moving toward Fresno from 
the south yesterday morning, and was 
w ithin four miles of that place, when upon 
going through the cars he found a man, 
evidently a tramp, riding between two of 
the cars.

THE BOYCOTT CASE GOES OVER FOR 
ONE WEEK, 


A tto rn ey JohDgon D esires to T horoughly 
P re p a re H im self—I t W ill Be 
H e ard on Affidavits. 


The injunction suit of Jam es McClatcby 
& Co., publishers of the Sacramento Bee, 
against McKay and others, to restrain them 
from boycotting that journal, was called in 
Superior Judge Armstrong's Court yester­ 
day afternoon. 
8. C. Denson appeared as counsel for the 
plaintiffs and Grove L. Johnson for the de­ 
fendants. 
Mr. Johnson asked the Court for a con­ 
tinuance of the hearing to some future date 
for several reasons. H e said he bad not 
seen the complaint until Monday after­ 
noon. and was not prepared to go on with 
the case. H e said his clients would be the 
only ones to suffer from the delay, and he 
did not see why the other Bide should have 
any objections. The action would be an 
im portant one, and he wanted time to thor­ 
oughly prepare himself. 
Attorney Denson was opposed to a con­ 
tinuance, sayiDg that he considered the 
matter one that should be heard as soon as 
possible. 
H e said the defendants had ex­ 
pressed themselves as ready for the fight, 
and he bad supposed that their attorney 
had prepared bimself. 
Judge Armstrong suggested that Saturday 
would bo a good day to hear the cause, as the 
calendar would be free from other cases; 
next week the Court would be kept pretty 
busy, and he feared that the case could not 
be reached. 
Mr. Denson remarked that the case could 
not be finished on Saturday, but Mr. John­ 
son disputed this, saying that as affidavits 
instead of testimony would be taken, much 
time would be3aved. 
Mr. DeDson did not like the idea of not 
taking any oral testimony, rem arking that 
he did not see how they could get along 
without it. 
Before the date of trial was agreed upon 
Mr. Denson took occasion to rem ark that 
his clients had resorted to legal proceedings 
in order to avoid trouble as much as pos 
sible. They hoped to be treated fairly, and 
also hoped that the defendants would not 
violate the temporary injunction ordered 
by the Court. Some of them, he claimed, 
had violated the Court’s order in publish­ 
ing in the Trades Union, the words, "Boy­ 
cott the Bee." 
Attorney Johnson said h« did not soe 
aaytbing so unusual in the case as to alarm 
the plaintiffs. It was a simple suit com­ 
menced by newspaper people. They came 
into Court with uplifted hands, cryiDg out 
for the Court to help them out of tbeir 
trouble—saying that their business was be­ 
ing ipjured and may be rained if the de­ 
fendants are not stopped. It was no more 
than any other plaintiffs had set forth in 
cases in which the Courts had seen no occa­ 
sion for undue haste. 
As far as the injunc­ 
tion was concerned, Mr. Johnson said he 
was confident that not one of his clients 
had violated the order of the Court. They 
were all intelligent men, understood the 
English language and knew what the law 
was. 
It would not be D e c e s s a ry to give 
them any instructions. Of course, said he, 
they could not control other people—bad 
men—if the latter saw fi: to worry the 
plaintiffs, but he would vouch that not one 
of those named as defendants in the suit 
had done anything, or would do anything, 
in violation of tne order of the Court. 
Judge Armstrong said the case would 
have to be beard on affidavits fiist. Then 
he glanced over his calendar aDd asked the 
attorneys if they would be ready on Novem­ 
ber 6th, 
Both agreed on this date, and a formal 
order was made continuing the case. Judge 
Armstrong notified all witnesses to be 
present ou that day, aud admonished the 
defendants to remember that the temporary 
injunction would remain in force until the 
case was disposed of.

The Sham Ci; in Favor of a 
Straight Ticket 


IS A COYERT METHOD OP SUPPORT­ 


ING BOSSISM. 


The United States Senatorship Not In­ 


terfered With by the Citizens’ 


Movement. 


T OCAI. PAPERS AND POLITICIANS ARK 
m akirg labored attempts to show that it is 
the duty of Republicans to vote their straight 
party ticket this fall, iu order to preserve the 
iutegrity of the g r a u d o-l-d p-a r-t y and 
Save the I uited States Seuato from political 
bankruptcy. 
A greater piece of unadulterated humbug- 
gery, detestable sham aud low down political 
sophistry than this was never attempted upon a 
long-suffering, boss-ridden community. It is 
simply a specious plea put forth to the supposed 
unsuspecting voter to gain the necessary sup­ 
port to keep in power a miserable political ma­ 
chine, which has Dot a single excuse for its ex­ 
istence, and w hich lives aud subsists upon the 
unholy barter and sale of offices, and the divis­ 
ion of officers’ salaries, and which is kept in 
power only by fraud, vote-purchasing aud in­ 
timidation at the polls. 
As to preserving the “integrity of the grand 
old party," the s. o p. has uo longer any integ­ 
rity in this locality to preserve. There was a 
time—a long time aeo— when great underlying 
principies individualized and guided both the 
Republican and Democratic partus, but they 
are "out of print” so far as Sacramento is con­ 
cerned. Both parties here are now under the 
absolute control aud domination of the bosses 
of tfie two organizations, aud who have Jotued 
In political harlotry for maintenance ot their 
power and division of the spoils. 
Under the manipulations of this alliance the 
largest "sack" aiways gets the nomination re­ 
gardless of the quality or standing of the nom­ 
inee, hut if it becomes necessary, in order to 
pull weak nominees through, to put some men 
on the ticket who will not "put up" for their 
nominations, they are tolerated only tor that 
purpose, and are then generally sUughttred by 
a combination of the bosses in favor of the Op­ 
posing candidate put there to beat him. A man 
who wishes an office iu SacnuneutO oitv or 
county must, as a rule, first buy his nomination 
from the boss; then be assessed about one-third 
of his prospective salary to pay the expenses of 
the Central Committee, wntch is owned aud 
run by the boss, and betore he gets through an­ 
other third has to go in to aid aud oil the secret 
machinery of the boss' workshop, which Im­ 
ports thugs, buys ballots aud votes hobos aud 
dead men on election day. 
It is, therelore, simply áu Insalt to intelligent 
Republicans, as well as Democrats, to have con­ 
stantly thrown forw ard this cty of "maintaining 
party integrity” and demand "the cttizens shall 
keep within old party tines in voting for local 
officers. 


As to the United States Senatorship, it has no 
more to do with Independent voting for local 
officers than the hotses have with principle, 
aud certainly no one will suspect or charge the 
bosses with having any principle to mamtaiu 
or protect. It requires a telescopic imagination 
of a thousand horse power to raise even the 
faintest conjecture as to what possible relation 
can be found between the fact of voting for a 
Citizens’ candidate for Sheriff, District Attor­ 
ney or Police Judge for Sacramento and the 
election next m uter by the Legislature of a 
United States Senator. There would be Just as 
much sense in men of English bfith, but now 
residents of Sacramento, refusing to vote tbe 
Republican ticket because It might tend to dis­ 
rupt the English Cabinet aud knock out of gear 
the proper succession ot Prince Albert to the 
throne. There would be even more sense iu 
ibis latter position, for it our Sacramento bosses 
could once get a foothold in English politics 
they would soon make the machinery and per­ 
sonal outfit of tbat Government so corrupt and 
obnoxious tbat no Englisb-Amerieaa would 
acknowledge where he was bom. 
This hue and cry of the bosses aud thoir sup­ 
p lie rs in Sacramento egainst the Citizens’ 
movement, ou the assumption aud charge tbat 
it is to defeat Senator Stanford’s re-election, or 
that it will tend ti that effect. Is not only a 
gratuitous insult to every business man belong­ 
ing to the Committee of Gne Hundred, or who 
have joined tbe Citizens'organization for the 
purpose of breaking down corruption aud re­ 
ducing taxation, but is a bold though covert 
mode, pure aud simple, of supporting and ad­ 
vocating bossism. 
These intluenees do not 
dare come out openly and say, "We demand 
that the bosses'ticaet should be elected, and 
that the bosses shall be kept solidly in power, 
whatever the effect upon the city aud commu­ 
nity.” but they do precisely the same thing iu 
another way by demanding that a local ticket, 
nominated by a boss convention, that was 
chosen through fraud, bribery and bulldozing, 
shall be elected from top to bottom. In this 
manner, and with this backing, the bosses pro­ 
pose to secure certain officers wno will continue 
to let criminals go unmolested aud shut up 
every avenue provided by law for their arrest 
aud punishment. 
With this accomplished, 
through the aid of rerpectable citizens, misled 
by the false claim tbat to vote for honest nomi­ 
nees to fill these important local offices will in­ 
terfere with or endanger the choice for United 
States Senator, the bosses will have entirely 
their own sweet way, aud can sit in their bar­ 
ricaded faro establishment on Second street 
and defiantly and successfully direct the non­ 
arrest or the discharge of every criminal, of 
whatever class, in Sacramento. 
If this is done, i he gcod people will have 
themselves alone to censure for it. aud for tho 
simple reason that they allowed iheir eyes to be 
blinded to the real object of this demand, that 
they should vote their straight party ticket. 
Let it be repeated then, and understood, once 
for all. that the Citizens’ organization has noth­ 
ing whatever to do, one way or the other, with 
the elec: ion of Assemblymen nor the United 
States Senator. Let every voter can his ballot 
for whom his judgment aud conscience shall 
nictate for Assemblymen. But lor local officers, 
be manly and Independent o! party ruts and 
party leshes, aud vote for the abolition of boss­ 
ism acd corruption, and a consequent radical 
reduction in th e -present outrageous and un­ 
necessary rates of taxatiou.

L ie u te n a u t T ro u p D oes N ot V paak V ery 
F la tte rin g ly o f th e E x p lo re r. 
Boston, October 29.h — L ieutenant Troup, in 
his interview w ith a reporter about Major Bart­ 
telot, com m ander of Stanley’s rear guard, m ade 
the following statem ent: 
Mr. Stanley has seen 
tit to specify two things which Major Barttelot 
did which ca’led forth censure from him . One 
was the shooting of a Zanzibar porter for steal­ 
ing m eat, and another was the flogging oi a 
Soudanese soldier ior a breach of discipline 
Now Stanley has that all m ixed up. The Sou­ 
danese sol ier was shot for desertion and for 
stealing a gun and ten rounds of am unition, 
and the Zaozib&rian was flogged for stealing 
m eat 
Had I interfered. Maj >r Barttelot would 
have been justified in shooting me on ihe spot. 
He was In com m and, no: I. While th at was not 
a m ilitary expedition, it was ab-olutely neces­ 
sary to have good discipline, aud good discii line 
required but one head, one com m ander. Bart­ 
telot was selected by Stanley, and I reiterate my 
charge that Stanley was prim arily responsible 
for any blunders made. 
“Mi. Stanley is a great explorer, but be went 
iuto this for fame and w hat he could g- 1 out of 
it. He has no m ore philanthropy than my boot. 
I will go further and say that the expedition 
was in the nature of a speculation, and not a 
philanthropic relief m ovem ent. The capitalists 
who backed it weie alter the ivory which Emin 
Pasha was supposed to have collec ed. The 
officers of the expedition had a promise of a cer­ 
tain share of tne big supply of ivory which was 
expected, as a rew aid fur their services. 
‘•Emin Pasha’s release was a secondary con­ 
sideration entirely. He didn’t w ant to be re­ 
leased. He had been up there ten or twelve 
yesrs and held his own ail right. 
“ This fact explains the entire situation, and 
the expedition m ust necessarily lose some of 
the glam our which surrounds it when it is 
known that greed for fame and riches, instead 
of hum anity, prompted the m ovem ent.’’ 
EVADES TdE CHARGES. 
London, October 29th.—In an interview in the 
Telegraph, Stanley still indulges in innuendo, 
and i vades the charge th a tc e left the scum of 
his m en w ilh Barttelot. 
He declares th at the 
bad state of the rear colum n was due to occur­ 
rences too horrible to describe. Answering the 
charges m ade by Troup, in America, M auley 
accuses Troup of jsslousy. Stanley and his 
wife sail for New York to day. 
In an art'cle in the Ctmlempora-y Ktview Dr. 
. Pet rs ass rts that Stanley more than once 
threatened to force Emin to accom pany him to 
the coast, and m akes several serious charges 
against Stanley. 


S T A N L E Y IN T E R V IE W E D . 
New Y ork, October 29th.—A Ilerald Liverpool 
special say s: Stanl, y sailed on the Teutonic to­ 
day. Just before he stepped on the lender 
which conveyed him aud his w .te to the big 
steam er lying in the river, I asked him had he 
eeen the statem ent by L ieutenant Troup which 
had been caD ed from America to the English 
newspapers. 
“ Well, yes,” he replied, “ I hastily read w hat 
L ieutenant Troup has said. W hen I re urncd 
from Albert N yanzato findtherearcolum n I was 
in a position to ju d te w hat had been done. 
Everything was disorganized aud in tbe utmost 
confusion. Things had occurred w hich have 
been suggested, but are too horrible to describe 
in all their barbarity, things w hich, were they 
fully described, would m a te an Englishm an's 
¡ blood boil and his cheek flush w ith sham e."

At this poiat Mrs. Stanley appeared, but Mr. 
I Stanley had not yet said anything of Major 
¡ Bar.telot’s death. 
Rising and pointing to a 
’ chair in the m iddle oi tbe room, he said:

Seeing w hat was 
happening, click w ent his rifle, and Barttelot 
was killed. R m ember, sir, this m an was not a 
slave: he was an independent chief who had 
i come to cam p to m ake m oney.” 


L IE U T E N A N T B A E R T TA LK S. 
Brussels, Cctober 29th —“I have just had an 
interview w ith the Belgian, Lieutenant Baert, 
who was Typpo l i o ’s secretary at the tim e of 
the Em in relief expedit on. He was a fre­ 
quent visitor at B arttelofs cam p, and was Pres­ 
ident of the Stanley Falls court-m artial, which 
tried Sanga, Barttelol's m urderer. Baert says 
th at Stanley’s statem ent th a t any English jury 
would have acquitted Sanga seems to be an 
im peachm ent of the court-m artial’s fairness. 
The real f ct is that during the trial Sanga 
him self alleged no other m otive for m urdering 
Barttelot than that Barttelot, being disturbed 
during the night of July 17th by Manyema 
m usical reve’s, which he h a d itrictly forbidden, 
issues fr.iro his tent, w here Bonny also slept, 
and discovered th at the noise was m ade by 
Sanga’s wife. He raised a stick against her, 
whereupon Sauga in unprem editated auger, 
thrust his 
gnu against 
against 
B arttelofs 
breast and fired. He was so Cose th at Bartte­ 
lo fs clothes were found burned on his body. 
This was the version of all the eyew U ncs.es, 
corroborated by Sanga himself. 
Lieut- nant Baert believes th at Stanley's state­ 
m ent, th at he could by certain revelations 
blast other repntions, m ust be an allusion to 
the extraordinary 
charge brought 
against 
Jam ieson, Bar ello fs dead friend, nam ely, th at 
at Kassc-go, Jam ieson purchased a black boy 
and encouraged the Manyemas to kill and eat 
him simply tor the pleasure of witnessing can­ 
nibalism . Baert does not believe a single word
